ferpendlture for roads U for coijfttruc- 
tion, writes E W. Jame:), chief of main- 
tenance, Cnited States ofli^o of public 
roads.

the probablo annual cost of mainte- 
nance of that particular mile of im- 
proved road.

having $10,000 auuunl road revenue 
Under the maximum levy. Tho county 
already has 300 inlles of common dirt 
roads and Is unable to keep them in 
good condition for $33 per mile, bo- 
cause of the heavy tritdlc near the mar- 
ket towns.

Tlio en- 
gineer advising the county studies the 
materials nvnlliibln and estimates that 
roads tmllt with the best local gra\el 
Will cost $125 per mllo annually to 
maintain. To maintain the dirt roads 
ot least $30 per mile ahould be allowed 
on 100 miles.
